I have an Eddystone Model 770R VHF receiver for sale. It covers 18 to165 Mhz 
in 6 bands. It has the famous slide-rule Eddystone dial, similar to the 
Model 830 dial. 

It uses turret coil switching for the 6 bands. The radio has 19 tubes and 
has CW/AM/NFM/FM modes. The radio has good cosmetic appearance; all knobs 
are original except for mode switch knob (which is also black and looks 
okay). Dial glass has very small chip in corner (easily replaced).

Well apparently most of the noise from the R390 is gone. A bad 
connection in one of the audio chassis connections was part of the 
problem coupled with a Gain Adjust control way out of adjustment. Some 
noise still remains but it is not obstrusive. This receiver also needs 
new tubes overall. While looking for the noise source, I replaced a 6082 
in the PS. The tube seemed to produce a small but visible internal spark 
when I turned the R390 to standby. Afterwards the set worked but this 
tube was very hot and I started to smell that common aroma from an 
overheated resistor. I replaced the tube with the older one and 
everything went back to normal. The 6082 was supposed to be new and I 
don't have the specs to test it in my EICO 666 tube tester. Does anyone 
on the list has an updated chart for the EICO? 


I must thank all of you who provided information on my recent 
requests about the HQ170A,ME-6D/U and R390. The combined knowledge in 
this list is part of what makes it unique.

A flip side regarding Carpet. 


I'd be interested to know why carpet is NOT advised. If, for reasons 
regarding static charges, my experience shows that this is not a concern 
(assuming reasonable care with/without carpet). Further, I have found 
the benefits to carpet far outweigh working on bare floor. In addition, 
if the workbench is primarily for Boatanchors, static is of no concern. 


The benefits of using a short, thick nap Carpet on the Floor AND the 
bench top are many including; 


Dropped small parts tend to stay in the area it is dropped, 
rather 
than bouncing across the room. 


Dropped tubes have a greater potential of surviving. 

Better electrically insulation and your feet stay warmer. 
My 2 cents based on 25 years in the service repair industry, over 20 
workbenches designed/built for major corporations and independant repair 


shops.

I have found that any product of this sort that I have tried is counter 
intuitive and full of quirks that make it a pain in the ass to learn but 
if you keep at it for a week or two you can actually draw a schematic that 
works. Circad is just as quirky as the rest but I don't know of any other 
true schematic package that can be had that cheap. 


My version (three years old) will draw on dot matrix printers, HP LaserJunk 
printers or any other PCL compatible printer (which includes some $300.00 
inkjets) or on HP XY plotters running the HPGL command set. HPGL includes a 
lot of fine old obselete HP flat bed plotters like the mammoth HP 7220 on my 
desk. Buy HP refillable pens now, they don't make pen plotters anymore.
